I am moved to write you by the 
frequent instances that come to my 
notice in which a timely word from 
the family physician to the mother 
of a deaf child would have made 
him a genuine benefactor. 

Every physician some time dur- 
ing his practice meets with a case 
of total deafness or imperfect hear- 
ing in a child. In nine (tases out 
of ten the deafness, whether partial 
or total, was not noticed by him 
on first seeing the child, and was 
not accepted as a fact by the 
parents for a long time after the 
doctor's suspicions were aroused 
and expressed, I have known 
many cases in which the child v>iis 
four years old and more I) ^.ure the 
parents were conv'':: .a that it was 
so deaf as to need special attention. 
T'c lesiilt is that much valuable 
lime is lost which, if properly used, 
would have had a most beneficial 
clfict upon the future welfare of 
the child. 

It is not generally realized by 
either physician or parents how 
great a handic^ap even slight dotif- 
ness is to a child in hindering the 
acquisition of language, and such 
general information as comes from 
the ordinary conversation of those 
around him. If tho truth were 
known, it would be found that 
many so-called stupid .'hildren are 
only hard of hearing and have been 
so from infancy. 

If the child's hearing is imper- 
fe(!t, tho fa(^t should be known as 
early as j)ossibl(*, an<l stops taken 
to determine the nature of the dif- 
ficulty and what means should be 
employed to develop the hearing, 
when possible, or to train tho other 
senses if there is littlo liopo of im- 
provement in the hearing. 

The first step, of course, is to de- 
termine whether tho suspicion of 
deafness is correct, and if so, to 
what extent the hearing is impair- 
ed ; and this in not so simple a 
thing as it might soem. In fact, 
there are few more puzzling things 
than to determine satisfactorily 
those facts in tho case of a child at 
tho age of two years. Slowness in 
learning to talk may be an indica- 
tion, but many children of normal 
hearing aro slow in beginning to 
speak. Direct tests, such as call- 
ing when the child's back is turned, 
or (dapping th«( hands, are ajrl to be 
misleailing, for often a child with 
perfect hearing will pay no atten- 
tion to such things if his mind 
happens to bo occupied witli some- 
thing else, and I have frequently 
seen deaf children turn on such an 
occasion, either as a coincidence or 
from perceiving vibration, to which 
tliey oftcui aro surprisingly sensi- 
tive. Deafness also presents so 
many peculiarities in relation to 
pitch as to add difiiculty to tho task. 
I have hsd instances in which 
sounds of a certain pilch were en- 
tirely unln^ard, while for other 
notes the hearing was almost acute. 
I have known instances of inability 
to hear certain vowels, while others 
wi'ro heard wilh (.onMid<.intii<. i\\^- 
tinctnesH, 

There are aifiii I'm iiiiii iiit.iinii ^\f. 
fects that sitnnlate deafness very 
closely, but, of course, i'e()uire very 
different treatment. These and 
many other possibilities have to be 
known and taken into account in 
pronouncing upon tho deafness of a 
child and in determining what 
course is best to pursue. 

In general it may be said that if 
a child is slow in beginning to ex- 
press il.^elf in words, passes its 
second birthday, wo will say, with- 
out having sui'oly uttered any 
words except " papa " and " mam- 
ma," which words are generally 
spoken evon by deaf children 
simply In imitation of the move- 
ments of the mothei-'s lips, then it 
is time to prove that deafness is or 
not tho cause. 

In the case of even a totally deaf 
cliild, the laugh and cry are per- 
fectly natural, a thing which often 
deceives both motherand physioian. 
If the child is wholly or partially 
deaf, but in every other respect 
physical and morrtal is normal, 
thoie have probably been many 
little occurr-ennes before its second 
birthday to cause the mother to 
wonder if there may not be some- 
thing wrong. But this suspicion is 
seldom strong enough to load t« a 
consultation with a specialist, 
though the matter may be mention- 
ed to the family physician, and he 
should either carefully test the 
child himself, or have tho parents 
consult some one for the purpose. 

It is no very unusual thing for 
an aurist to declare a child totally 
deaf when it really has only some 
form of tone deafness, and pos- 
sesses errough perception of sonnd 
to he of great service if it were 
pro|)erly educated and developed. 
But tho dictum of the specialist is 
accepted as final, and the latent 
hearirrg power is allowed to lie 
dormant until it is too late to do 
nruch in the way of awakening and 
nnd educating it. But even if an 
auiist is not always of service in 
determining tho state of the child's 
hearing, he (certainly should Ire 
consulted at once in regard to the 
state of the child's ears as soon as 
the fact of deafness is suspected, —

There is hardly a home in (he land 
that hasn't one old fashioned patch- 
worked quilt, a calico one, that 
needs to be washed often. They 
are very much treasured by some 
persons, and I know several wealthy 
genllemen who will not sleep under 
any other covering of cool nigtits in 
summer and fall, and will buy them 
especially for this purpose. It is 
not considered a very economical or 
artisdc fad (o piece calico qulKs, 
but since it has become the fashion to 
teach children to put them together 
as we used (or our Krandiuotliers 
did), Kliink it an excellent methid. 
It teaches little girls how to sew, 
and how to use their needles well — 
and many of them piece a doll quilt, 
wliieh they are proud of. I have 
had several inquiries of late in re- 
gard to washing quills, counter- 
panes, etc , and T will teli you a 
way, which several excellent house- 
keepers I know have adopted. 
They do not consider the method of 
putting one blanket, quilt orconn- 
ter])ane in (he ueneial wash a good 
one, but instead, to select a day es- 
pecially for the work. 

Selec^t a day that is bright and 
with some breeze if possible, so that 
(he Iwdding will dry more quickly. 
Quilts shohl be washed out quickly 
in a tepid suds mrde out of rain 
water and pearline; wash thorough- 
ly in (wo waters; in (he las( of 
which put a pint of boiled slarch ; 
have it thin. Hang on (he line 
with the wrong side to the sun 
stretching evenly and pinning well 
to (he line. When (he (luiK is 
partly dry, unpin it and turn it up- 
side down. 

CJounterpanes need different trea(- 
ment. They should be soaked in a 
quantity of strong tepid suds, as hot 
as the hand can be borne in. In this 
water, rub on (he board any soiled 
spo(s that mny appear. Wring 
them .from this water, and put them 
in a tub of beiling hot water; cover 
closely, and let stand until the 
water is cool enough to- wring (he 
counterpanes from it, then rinse in 
two waters, in the last of which put 
in a little starch and bluing. Hang 
counterpanes in Ihe bright sunlight 
(o tdeach them. This is an ex- 
(>ellent old method.

"A Syllabus on Language and 
Grammar," prepared by a commit- 
tee under the direction of the Slate 
ComniLssioner of Coinmon Schools, 
for the use of teachers, luus just 
been published. Speaking of lan- 
guage training it says : " Imitation 
of extra school forms is lesponsible 
for muclK ot Ihe b:id use of lan- 
guage, as the following attests: 

" In answer to yonr qut'stion, 'do 
we have the same difficulty with 
deaf children as teachers find with 
hearing children ivM^cv maUer of 
habitually bad English?' I say. 
No. The (eacher of the deaf ehihl 
is wholly responsible for any mat- 
ters of habit in (he use of language. 
The deaf child's diflicuKy is in (he 
construction of sentences, e8i)ecially 
with reference to the infiecled parts 
of speech and (lie arrangement of 
words. Such mistjikes as a for- 
eigner makes in the use of (he Eng- 
lish language are eomuron to (he 
deaf-mute. When a deaf child 
once masters the elements of Ihe 
Knglish language he rarely makes 
an error. His spelling, arrange- 
ment of pronouns, and (lie a.ssocia- 
tion of the subiect and verb, are 
generally perfect. He also has a 
knowledge of the propriety of words 
fat beyond that of the educated 
hearing person. I take it that this 
is by reason of his 'not hearing fre- 
quently the careless use of words. 
He comes in contact with language 
in its best form only, and he thus 
gjiins a knowledge of the correct 
meaning of words which the hear- 
ing peison does notalways do. This, 
however, conies (o (he deaf-nuilc 
student only after years of hard 
study."

Rev. Austin A. Mann, of Cleve- 
land, general missionary of (he 
Episcopal (^hurch, held sei vices 
yesterday morning and afternoo;i 
for St. Margaret's Mission to Deaf- 
Mules, in the chapel of Trinity 
Church, Sixth Avenue. Dr. Mann 
is himself a deaf-mute, and his de- 
livery was in the signs of the hand. 
The morning service was a cele- 
bration of the holy oommunion. 
The sermon was from St. John 9: 
38: " And he said, 'Lord, I believe.' 
And he worshipped him." All 
present received the sacrament. In 
the afternoon Rev. Mr. Mann gave 
an account of the recent 50th an- 
niversary MMvices at St. Ann's 
Chapel for d; .if-mutes in New York 
City, in connection with deaf-mute 
mission woik. He also talked of 
the lOlh National Convention of 
teachers of this class held early in 
July in Buffalo, and gave an ac- 
count of (he 11th conference of 
deaf-mute clergy, held at St. Ann's 
Chapel, New Ytuk, of which Dr. 
Mann was chosen the Chairman. 

Few people know that a part of 
Ihe mission work of the Episcopal 
(^huich in the Ignited Slates is its 
ministry to (he deaf-mutes. The 
B(K)k of Common Prayer puts into 
their hands n liturgy which they can 
follow and appreciate, even though 
Iheii participation iti it nuust be 
voiceless. Since beginning this 
workaquartei of a century ago. 
Rev. Mr. Mann has held services 
in 381 different parishes, and has 
made his way as far West as the 
Pacific coast 

In the mid-W tri-.. . .. ,,..,*, ,i..iing 
these 5 years, over 800 deaf-mutes 
have been baptized and over 700 
confirmed. By dint of constant la- 
bor Rev. Mr. Mann is able to go 
over his district seveial times every 
year, although the stations are from 
50 to 500 miles apart. Just at pre- 
sent work is thteatened with serious 
hindrance because of the lack of 
sufficient o(Tering8 to support it. 
In a written interview with the 
missionary yesterday he said : 

" 1 am almost constantly travel- 
ing. Next Sunday will find me at 
(he Detroit Mission, which is one 
of many like this that I have found- 
ed and served since 1875. I have 
laien engaged in educational and re- 
ligious work fully 35 years, and I 
am the first deaf-mule ordained 
west of the Alleghanies. I expect 
to return here August 3d, when St. 
Magaret's Mission will have its 
annual outinir." 

Rev. Mr. Mann is married and is 
the father of (wo children, who are 
grown. His wife is only deaf and 
speaks and reads the liiw. She was 
taught at home by her mother. 
His son, who is connected wi(h a 
Clevelan*! newspaper, and bis 
daughter, both bear and spimk 
The son is a graduate of Kenyon 
College and (he daugh(er is about 
to lake a college course. Rev. Mr. 
Mann has been abroad twice and 

traveled alone all over '' no. —
